T. A. Havemeyer is a cross of Sulphureum and Henryi, and these seedlings propagated by Mr. Kline, have the 
common trait of easy culture, robust handsome plants flowering in either sun or partial shade, apparently resistant 
to the common lily diseases, while the lovely, striking colors of these lilies make them eut flowers it would be diffi- 
eult to equal. I’m delighted that I can be the first to put them on the market.
